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Finance Department | Reserve Board Splits; 


Progress Is Outlined

RIOR to our entry into the World 

War, there existed, with relation to 
the disbursement of Congressional ap- 
propriations for the War Department, a 
system whereby the several supply serv- 
ices, bureaus and branches receiving ap- 
propriations pertaining to the duties and 
missions of the branches and bureaus of 
the War Department functioned both in 
the capacity of contracting-obligating 
agencies and maintained disbursing offi- 
cers to pay and settle all accounts cre- 
ated by the service or bureau. The pro- 
cedures for general supervision. aad con- 
trol were those adopted by the several 
branches, according to their own require- 
ments, and were in no way coordinated 
nor correlated by the War Department, 
each following an independent method as 
selected to meet the general require- 
ments of the office of the Auditor fort 
the War Department, Treasury Depart- 
ment. Also, there existed a system of 
rendering formal returns or accounts of 
all property peculiar to each service to 
the head of the respective establishments 
for audit of debit and credit ‘vouchers 
concerning stores and property in the 
hands of accountable officers. 

As our participation in the war pro- 
gressed, the magnitude of the problems 
confronting the War Department soon 
indicated an imperative need for a gen- 
eral consolidation and coordination of re- 
lated efforts which had not hitherto been 
necessary in administering the affairs of 
a small peace time Army, nor had any 
occasion arisen for a standardization of 
and uniformity in executive control. This 
demand for a centralization and unifica- 
tion of related functions and activities 
took definite form in the organization as 
a war time measure of the Purchase, 
Storage and Traffic Division of the Gen- 
eral Staff. One of the coordinated 
branehes of the Purchase, Storage and 
Traffic Division was designated as the 
“Finance Service,” and was organized 
under Gen. H. M. Lord, the present Di- 
rector of the Bureau of the Budget, with 
the title of “Director of Finance.” 

Finance Department Formed. 

Under Executive power granted the 
President by the Overman Act, it was di- 
rected that the Finance Service be 
charged with the responsibility of ab- 
sorbing and conducting under one cen- 
tralized control, all disbursements of 
whatever character on obligations created 
by agencies of the War Department, re- 
lating to the military activities of the 
Army. The exceptional success of this 
consolidation and the economical results 
of the centralized control, in expenses of 
overhead, technicalities of audit, the set- 
tlement of long-standing accounts, 
prompt payment of bills, and savings to 
the Government by the acceptance of 
discounts offered, so deeply impressed 
the Committees of Congress inquiring 
into the lessons to be learned from our 
conduct of the war, that the Congress 
determined to accept the Finance Serv- 
ice as a permanent institution for the 
Army as being equally as necessary to 
the permanent establishment in time of 
peace as in war, and to provide a nucleus 
for a like service available for any future 
national emergency. The lesson of the 
World War was not lost and Congress 
accordingly, in its act of June 4, 1920, 
reorganizing the Army along modern 
lines as indicated through the war ex- 
periences, created the Finance Départ- 
ment. The provisions of Section 9a of

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Submits Two Reports 





ORECASTING a bitter struggle be- 
tween those who desire to carry out 
the provisions of the National Defense 
Act which allow Reserve Officers a voice 
in regard to the policies governing them 
and a small group insistent on nullifica- 
tion of Section 5 of the Act, which con- 
fers this privilege, the majority and mi- 
nority reports of the Reserve Board 
which recently concluded its session, 
were made public by the War Depart- 
ment this week. 

The contents of the two reports, which 
have already created opposition in Re- 
serve circles, confirm the exclusive story 
which appeared in the Army and Navy 
Journal last week disclosing the split on 
the Board and the “steam-roller meth- 
ods” employed to force adoption of con- 
troversial sections. 

Hold Powers Exceeded. 

Experts, after a close study of the 
reports submitted, express the opinion 
that the Board greatly exceeded its au- 
thorized powers when it undertook to teil 
Congress what to do or what not to 
do in reference to providing for the or- 
ganization and administration of the 
Reserve. It is pointed out by some that 
acceptance of this section of the ma- 
jority report on which to base amenda- 
tory legislation would be a violation of 
the Constitution which confers on Con- 
gress alone the authority “provide for 
organizing, arming and disciplining” the 
citizen forces of the United States. 

Paragraph two, part 1, Section II of 
the report, it is held, is a “flagrant at- 
tempt” to have a Board constituted to 
comment on existing policies, placed on 
record in regard to pending legislation 
which has not been enacted and is out- 
side the scope of the Board’s work. Some 
officers, familiar with the instructions 
issued to the Board, admit that they can 
not see how these instructions which 
pertain to Reserve policies alone, give 
the Board the right to make recommen- 
dations or express officially an opinion 
on the C. M. T. C., which is not con- 
nected with the Reserve policies in any 
way. 

It is considered likely that the Reserve 
Officers’ Association will ask the Secre- 
tary of War to “harmonize” the con- 
flicting views of the Board in reference 
to administration. 

Reports from other sources indicate 
that the Secretary may disregard the 
conflicting views expressed. He can also, 
it is pointed out, reconstitute a 
Reserve Board which will represent the 
majority of Reserve officers in the coun- 
try and not be open to domination from 
any source. 

Comment on Report. 

Following is the statement issued by 
National Headquarters, Reserve Officers’ 
Association, when requested for com- 
ment on the report:

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Personnel Plans for 
1929 Are Announced

ECENTLY there was published to all 

ships and stations of the Naval 

Service a letter showing the analysis 

of the enlisted personnel situation for 

the year beginning July 1, 1928, show- 
ing the situation in regard to the num- 
ber of enlisted men which the appro- 
priation provides for, and the Bureau’s 
policy in regard to the maintenance of 
the authorized strength, both for non- 
rated and rated men. 

Allows Average of 84,410. 

The funds appropriated will allow of 
an average strength not in excess of 84,- 
410 enlisted men of all ratings. This 
includes apprentice seamen, men_ at 
Trade Schools and some 410 men on duty 
in Naval Hospitals for Veterans’ Bu- 
reau patients. On June 30, the actual 
number was 84,276. Between July, 1928, 
and July, 1929, some 19,385 enlistments 
will expire, based on an estimate that 
65 per cent are reenlistments, about 6,- 
785 will be lost from this cause to be 
replaced by new enlistments. In addi- 
tion to this loss, it is estimated that 
about 9,170 men will leave the service 
for other causes, These other causes 
include transfers to the Fleet Reserve, 
retirements, deaths, Special Order dis- 
charges, discharges for undesirability, or 
inaptitude, medical surveys and dis- 
charges of men, who, though under age 
at the time of enlistment, have given an 
incorrect age. 

These two figures combined result in 
a total number of necessary replace- 
ments during the year of about 15,955. 
First enlistments to fill these vacancies 
will be made at a steady rate in so far 
as practicable throughout the year. 

Same Replacement Systems. 

Replacements of petty officers will be 
made in accordance with the present sys- 
tem—that is to say, advancements of 
qualified men by commanding officers to 
fill vacancies in the allowances of the 
various commands, There is also pro- 
vided for the creation of excesses aboard 
ship in certain specified ratings in which 
there is a deficiency in the service as 
a whole. An exception to the above rule 
is the case of chief petty officers, as 
advancements to that rating must be 
authorized by the Bureau. 

The distribution of men throughout 
the forces afloat will be as heretofore 
within the authority of force command- 
ers. The Bureau feels that with the ex- 
cellent cooperation which has prevailed 
this method has been a_ success. 
The importance of the matter of per- 
manency of station is fully recognized 
by the Bureau and has been the sub- 
ject of much study and everything pos- 
sible will be done to reduce the turnover. 
Transfers to chief petty officer and avia- 
tion ratings between sea and shore duty 
will be effected at one period of the 
year as heretofore. The present sys- 
tem of maintaining waiting lists for men 
at sea for duty ashore will be maintained. 

Of the 60-odd thousand men at sea, 
about 10,000 will have had less than 
one year’s service, and it is intended to 
continue efforts to train these men in 
the commands in which they serve. 

During the last six years the gross 
desertions have decreased from a peak 
of almost 8,000 five years ago to less 
than 3,000, and of this latter number 
less than 800 have been net desertions. 
The remainder have surrendered or been 
delivered 











Basic Change in Navy 
Pay Schedule Looms

EEKING a solution of the unsatis- 
factory pay conditions in the Navy, 

and hopeful of submitting recommenda- 
tions that will wipe out the inequalities 
of the existing law and to formulate a 
more adequate and better equalized pay 
schedule with as little additional cost to 
the Government as possible, the Naval 
Board, headed by Rear Admiral Luke 
McNamee is holding daily hearings and 
at the same time studying a mass of 
written suggestions and arguments. 

To date one outstanding fact has de- 
veloped. Among the witnesses no advo- 
cates of the 1922 Act have come forward 
to defend it and so glaring, and in some 
instances, so unfair, are the inequalities 
of the law, there can be no question as 
to the need for Congressional! action. 

May Urge Drastic Revision. 

If the Board in its findings follows 
the preponderance of sentiment in the 
Navy, the report when filed early in 
September will recommend drastic 
changes. That the question of Naval 
pay should be handled on its merits and 
divorced from other branches of the 
service, whose problems are _ entirely 
different is also the consensus of opinion. 

Outstanding in service comment is the 
opinion that a basic change should be 
made in the present plan of compensa- 
tion by the withdrawal of all allowances 
and revising the pay scale to include in 
the officer’s pay check all the compensa- 
tion allowed him. It is believed highly 
probably that the Board will go even this 
far in its recommendations and submit 
a draft of a pay schedule that will in- 
crease the pay but eliminate the de- 
pendency and all other allowances. 

When the 1922 pay act was reported 
to the House and Senate in the spring of 
that year, the Special Committee stated 
that they had undertaken Lo draft a bill 
which would: 

(a) Establish a parity of pay in all 
the services concerned. 

(b) Do away with petty allowances 
and multiplicity of accounts and thus 
simplify and cheapen administration. 

(c) Adopt a_ schedule which would 
reasonably compensate officers for rank, 
responsibility and length of service, 
while at the same time, offer a prom- 
ising career to young men entering the 
lower grades. 

Hold No Parity Exists. 

The experience of the last six years 
has amply demonstrated that the bill has 
not, in practice, accomplished what the 
Committee sought. Instead of parity 
there exists today a number of glaring 
examples of inequality and discrimina- 
tion. Among these may be mentioned: 

(a) Cases where junior officers re- 
ceive considerably more than officers 
their seniors. In some instances Rear 
Admirals commanding battleship di- 
visions receive less pay than some offi- 
cers of the rank of lieutenant serving on 
board their flagships. In numerous in- 
stances officers with various responsi- 
bilities have junior assistants who re- 
ceive more pay. 

(b) Differences in pay between line 
and staff officers of the same rank and 
length of service. In some instances the 
line officers draw less pay than the staff 
and in others, more. 

(c) Two entirely separate pay sched- 
ules for line and staff officers appointed 
before and after 1913. 

(d) Two different pay schedules for

an altered sentiment to an actual change in the policies of the native leaders. 
The Governor General suggests that the land laws be changed so as to make it 
possible for corporations to obtain the use of more than 5,000 acres. He indicates 
that the laws respecting the activities of corporations should be modernized, and 
points out that most of the existing legislation respecting American or other capital 
is imbued with the spirit of American legislation of a quarter century ago rather 
than of the present day. The difficulty lies in the fact that the Philippines have 
in reality only one industry—agriculture. Mines are few and as yet unimportant 
im the life of the country. Manufacturing, except on a small scale, is insignificant. 
The most valuable commodities produced are agricultural—sugar, tobacco, copra, 
hemp, timber. But, taken by and large, agricultural methods are still primitive. 
Only about a third of the arable land is under cultivation. Little has been done 


to fight plant diseases and to improve the varieties of crops planted. In com- 
_ parison with Java, agricultural conditions and methods are backward. By them- 
selves the Filipinos have shown but little initiative in opening up new lands. With 


suitable encouragement and assistance they would undoubtedly be able greatly to 
increase their wealth. The problem is to induce American capital to support 
American engineers and technical experts in developing, with the aid of the Fili- 
pine people, the vast untouched resources of these treasure islands of the Pacific. 
This is the objective which Colonel Stimson has in view—to the best interest of 
Filipmos and Americans alike.”

Philippines has long been retarded by lack of capital, owing to the distrust of 
American investors expressed in native legislation. It is encouraging, therefore, 
to find the floor leader of the majority party in the Philippine Senate expressing 
the belief that there should be little difficulty in pushing through changes that 
will end this state of affairs.

Philippine Legislature Gov. Gen. Stimson laid special emphasis on the ad- 
vantages which would accrue to the islands from an inflow of American capital. 
He dwelt at considerable length on the wastefulness of relying so largely on manual 
labor in the leading insular industries and showed that so long as these antiquated 
methods prevailed a large part of the population cannot hope to obtain more than 
the bare means of subsistence. It does seem anomalous that while so much Amer- 
ican capital is flowing to other parts of the world so little of it should be finding 
its way into the Philippines, in whose development this country has a_ special 
interest. But this “special interest” appears to be one of the main obstacles. 
Rightly or wrongly, the Filipinos fear the inflow of American capital. They fear 
our economic imperialism, and they fear that the multiplication of American in- 
vestments will militate against the ultimate independence of the islands. Conse- 
quently they have held on to their restrictions and upon corporations and upon the 








holding of land by foreigners, and these do not make the islands an attractive 
field for the foreign investor.”

The Herald-Tribune writes: “Governor General Stimson’s first message to the 
Philippine Legislature, urging the economic development of the islands’ resources 
may well go down in history as one of the most important milestones in Philippine 
progress. * * * Sooner or later the rank and file of Manila politicians must realize 
that development of the rich resources of the islands is, as Governor Stimson says, 
‘the only avenue toward economic, and therefore political, independence.’ Economic 
growth will alone give the people a stake in the country and the bright young 
men something better to do than exact usury from the people; and it alone can 
create an enlightened public opinion. Without these things the present hetero- 
geneous aggregation of eighty-seven different races can never mold itself into a 
state. * * * The islands need capital, and this capital—on account of our preferen- 
tial tariff—must come almost wholly from America. If the status quo is main- 
tained at Washington, if local legislation is enacted and if the Filipinos at last 


learn what is good for them, we may see an almost miraculous chapter in the 

history of American Philippine policy.” 

THE New York Evening Post (Independent) remarks: “Governor Stimson did 
not talk politics; he talked economics. He told the islanders that before they 

could hope for political freedom they must have economic freedom. This is the 

exact gospel which Booker T. Washington preached for years to the negroes of 


the United States. He told them, and told them truly, that before they could 
hope for respect from others they must acquire the self-respect that comes from 
economic independence. * * * We must hope that Governor Stimson will be more 
fortunate in getting the legislation which he asks of the Philippine Legislature. 
Osmena and Rosas, leaders of the two chambers, give reserved approval to his 
general recommendations. This may mean much or little. But there undoubtedly 
is in the islands a new willingness to try out the doctrine of cooperation with the 
United States instead of the old idea of nationalistic blockade. Also, the Filipinos 
usually give a new Governor General at least a year of ‘honeymoon.’ Judging by 
past ‘form,’ Governor Stimson must get his main program through the insular 
Legislature this summer if he is to get it at all.” 


'THE Rochester Times-Union (Independent), discussing the board of contro] for 

Philippine industries, says: “The Jones Act is defective in that it permits 
either view to be carried out in practice. An arbitrary governor can do much to 
control the Filipino administration; a tolerant governor can leave the Filipinos to 
themselves. What good reason is there for not pursuing the latter course, as the 
general rule? If the Filipinos wish to establish certain government-owned enter- 
prises, why should they be prevented from doing so? Why should they not be 
the masters of their own destinies, at least up to the point where their action 
jeopardizes their own vital interests? Should not American administration in 
Philippines interfere as little as possible with the work of self-government?”

“Governor General Henry 


L. Stimson’s suggestion that American capital be encouraged to enter the 
Philippines offers an escape from rather than an acceptance of that ‘economic 
serfdom’ which the average native has been taught to fear. The new Governor 


in his first message to the Legislature urges changes in insular legislation which 
would thus open the way for development of national resources. Modern ma- 
chinery, modern capital and modern methods, he insists, would free the small 
farmer from his dependence on the money-lender and the monopolistic ship owner 
by increasing the production of his fields and the expanse of his market. In his 
promise the Governor General is supported by well-recognized precedent. The 
United States, when young, as he has pointed out, developed its own resources 





through the use of European money without surrendering economic independence.

A bill drawn along these lines will be 
welcomed by Congress as a relief from 
past schedules which have caused charges 
of camouflage and misrepresentation.

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MANY NAVY CAPTAINS QUALIFY FOR AIR TRAINING. 
N CONNECTION with the consideration of the recent changes in the higher avia- 
tion commands of the Navy, particularly the selection of commanding officers of 
the two big aircraft carriers, an interesting situation is developing. Under the 
provisions of the Morrow Board report aviation commands must be filled with officers 
who have qualified as pilots or observers. When this first became effective, the diffi- 
culty of finding officers of sufficient rank and command experience who had had the 
necessary aviation training to take the more important commands was obvious and 
was relieved only by a number of older officers taking the traning courses at Pensa- 
cola. At present all such posts are filled by properly qualified commanding officers, 
There is one prospective vacancy, that of commanding officer of the U. S. S. Lexing- 
ton, but in addition to one or two other qualified officers within the command block 
Captain F. D. Berrien is taking the observers’ course which he should complete 
about August 15. 

Just ahead, however, a year or two from now, the shortage of officers of com- 
mand rank qualified for this aviation duty will again become acute. A solution of 
this problem is seen in more officers of command rank taking the flying course. 
Twenty-eight Captains have successfully passed the physical examinations for pilot 
or observer and are available for the training course if they desire to take it. 

A number of the older captains who qualified have been promoted to rear 
admirals and, therefore, are no longer available for the unit aviation commands.

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Marine Force in China Cut 
(pRDERS withdrawing 1,350 officers 

and men of the Marine Corps from 
China, issued on July 24, are believed to 
be the forerunner of further with- 
drawals, the impression prevailing that 
all but about 1,500 are to be brought 
home. 

Designation of the officers and men to 
be sent back has been left to General 
Butler and Marine Corps Headquarters 
has cabled him to forward a list of the 
officers to be returned. A great many of 
the men are those whose enlistments 
are expiring and those who still have 
time to serve will be sent to fill the ex- 
isting vacancies caused by the with- 
drawals to augment the forces in Nica- 
ragua. 

Save for the Lexington and Saratoga, 
the Fleet has been virtually stripped of 
Marines and all of the detachments at 
shore stations are skeletonized. 

The U. S. S. Henderson will bring the 
Marines home, landing some on the West 
Coast and those who enlisted on the 
East Coast through the canal. The sail- 
ing date has not been set but will prob- 
ably not be for a couple of weeks. 


Decision to withdraw a part of the 
Marines was reached on the advice of 
Rear Adm. Mark Bristol and with the 


concurrence of the State Department, 
whose subsequent announcements _indi- 
cate the administration’s belief that con- 
ditions in China again becoming 
stabilized. 

The force will come from the Tientsin, 
China, area, and will arrive in the United 
States at San Diego, Calif. In addition 
to the force outlined above 13 planes 
and about 95 marine officers and men 
attached to the planes will be sent from 
the Tientsin area back to their normal 
station in the Island of Guam. 

There will be left at Shanghai, China, 
58 officers and 1,030 marines, while in 
the Tientsin area there will be 90 officers 
and 1,437 marines, a grand total of 148 
officers and 2,467 men. This is in addi- 
tion to the approximate number of 5,000 
naval vessels in Chinese and Philippine 
waters. Five Naval Medical officers and 
31 naval enlisted men in the medical 
corps will remain with the Marine forces 
remaining in Chinese waters.

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Army Finance Work Told 
(Continued from First Page) 


«National Defense Act,” prescribes that 
the Finance Department— 

«* * * wnder the authority of the 

Secretary of War shall be charged with 
the disbursement of all funds of the War 
Department * * *” 
addition thereto— 
* * with the accounting there- 
for; and with such other fiscal and ac- 
counting duties that may be required by 
law or assigned * * * by the Secre- 
tary of War.” 

The head of the Finance Department 
to be designated as “Chief of Finance.” 

Since the creation of the Finance Serv- 
ice, as it was called during the period of 
the war, and later the Finance Depart- 
ment, as designated in the National De- 
fense Act, it has gradually absorbed all 
the administrative supervision involved 
in the disbursement of funds relating to 
the military activities of the War De- 
partment and the examination and ac- 
counting for said funds. The control of 
creating obligations against these funds 
remains vested unqualifiedly in the hands 
of the chiefs of supply branches and bu- 
reaus and their agencies, The Finance 
Department expends the funds only in 
accordance with the obligations legally 
created by the services on whose behalf 
Congress makes provision. 

Iz addition to the statuiory require- 
ments relating to disbursing of funds and 
accounting therefor, the Secy. of War, 
under the above mentioned provisions of 
the National Defense Act, authorizing 
him to assign other fiscal and accounting 
duties to the Chief of Finance, has as- 
signed to the Finance Department the 
functions of property audit and general 
supervision thereof, and in addition 
thereto the Secretary of War in pur- 
suance to Section 215 of the Budget and 
Accounting Act, 1921, which requires the 
head of each department to designate an 
official as Budget Officer, has designated 
the Chief of Finance as Budget Officer 
for the War Department. 

All disbursements in the Army are not 
made by officers commissioned in the 
Finance Department, due to the insuffi- 
cient number available to provide person- 
nel at points and stations where small 
disbursements only are the rule and it is 
necessary that officers of other services 
perform the duties of disbursing officers, 
nevertheless all officers, regardless of the 
branch of service they may be commis- 
sioned in, who serve as accountable dis- 
bursing officers, render their returns to 
the office of the Chief of Finance and 
operate under the technical instructions 
prescribed by him governing disbursing 
and accounting procedures. Likewise, 
the audit of all property accounts of offi- 
cers accountable for public property is 
conducted under the general supervision 
of the Chief of Finance. 

Under the terms of the law, the Seeretary 
Treasury fixes periods for which 
rccounts must be rendered and all 
disbursing officers render monthly state- 
ments of their disbursing account. These 
statements, in the form of accounts cur- 
-ogether with all supporting vouchers 


and in

and :truments, are forwarded to the office 
of the Chief of Finance not later than 10 
days after the close of the month for which 
rendered These accounts receive an ad- 
min itive examination in the office of the 


Chief of Finance for the correctness and 
completeness of all papers relating thereto 
and any errors found are reported to the 
disbursing officers for correction, if pos- 
sible, before the account is sent to the Gen- 
eral Accounting Office, office of the Comp- 
troller General of the United States, for 
settlement and credit to the disbursing of- 
ficer. Following the administrative exam- 
ination of the account for correctness as 
to detail, disbursements reported therein 
are then analyzed and credited on the 
ledger books of the office of the Chief of 
Finance according to appropriation titles 
and purposes for which expended. These 
ledgers constitute the basis of adjustments 
in appropriation accounts with the Treasury 
Department and provide data for future 
estimates in the preparation of the War 
Department budget. The data so recorded 
is made available to the Budget Officer for 
the War Department and placed by him be- 
fore the Secretary of War and the Chief 
of Staff for use in the exercise of their 
authority in controlling the items consid- 
ered by them as the most essential in the 
preparation of the War Department esti- 
mates to keep within the limiting figures 
fixed by the President when the estimate 
is forwarded to the Bureau of the Budget.

tion, the number of disbursing accounts has 
been reduced to less than 100 A very ad- 
reduction from an economical 
and business viewpoint, from 500 accounts 
in 1916 under normal conditions for an 
Army representing but 60 per cent of the 
present strength of the Army and with ac- 
tivities greatly less than prevail today. 

The consolidation of all disbursing func- 
tions in one department has made it pos- 
sible to meet the obligations of the War 
Department promptly when all accounts be- 
come due, there are but few instances of 
anv bills remaining unpaid for a longer 
period than 30 days; troops and personnel 
of the Service, by the combined use of the 
regular disbursing officers and agent offi- 
cers detailed to assist during the peak 
period, are now simultaneously paid on the 
last day of each month, unless for some 
reason the conditions of the Service or com- 
manding officers permit a delay in payment; 
over 98 per cent of discounts offered by 
commercial firms dealing with the War De- 
partment and its agencies are taken ad- 
vantage of, and the small percentage of 
discounts lost is due only to delayed de- 
liveries or other valid administrative rea- 
sons. The net result is that the Army is 
practically on a cash basis so far as its 
creditors are concerned. No record of dis- 
counts taken prior to 1919 was preserved, 
though it is known discounts offered were 
seldom availed of by disbursing officers. 
Following the creation of the Finance De- 
partment, and for the fiscal years 1920 to 
1928 (excluding June, 1928), there has been 
saved to the Government $2,345,719.19 in dis- 
counts. The percentage of discounts lost 
during the fiscal year 1927 being but 
23-100 of 1 per cent

Mr. Trumbull is one of the few State Executives who is open in his advocacy of 
National Defense. Testifying last winter before the Senate Committee, he said: 
“In Connecticut I have taken a very keen interest in our air squadrons and all 
matters pertaining to military affairs, in which I am a great believer, because pri- 
marily I am absolutely for preparedness.”

Quite FREQUENTLY the Seciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 


« files complaints relative to treatment of horses that have been sold by the 
Army. Of course, the moment an animal passes out of the possession of the 
Service, through sale, responsibility fer its welfare likewise passes. Thirty-five 
hundred horses were condemned last year, and of these 1,100 were sold. The 


balance were destroyed. With due regard to the animals and their welfare, as 
much work as possible is gotten out of them. If a horse slows up and becomes 
stiff, it is transferred from the Cavalry to the Infantry, or to the National Guard. 
Everything that can be done humanly for the animals is done and we do not 
hesitate to say that no better treatment is accorded them anywhere than that 
they receive in the Service. The horses and mules destroyed are those which are 
senile and acually deaf or have various diseases, and it would be inhumane to 
permit them to live longer. The history of the Army is replete with instances of 
horses which are kept, as a result of the love and admiration they have inspired, 
until they die a natural death. We are glad that in no instance has a well founded 
complaint ever been received relative to Army treatment of its animals. 


THE AMERICAN CHEMICAL SOCIETY and the National Association for 

Chemical Defense have taken up the cudgels for the use of gas in warfare. 
These organizations have inaugurated a campaign of education designed to induce 
a better understanding of the necessity of gas preparedness. Such activity is 
most desirable. Whenever gas is mentioned, a wave of public hysteria sweeps the 
country. For example, commenting upon the able article which recently appeared: 
in the Army and Navy Journal under the signature of General Amos A. Fries, 
Chief of the Chemical Warfare Service, the New York Sun stated that gas “is iden- 
tified as an unfair weapon and as one likely to be employed in warfare of the future 
against civilian populations unequipped with defense materials.” It would be a 
pretty situation for the United States to refrain from the use of gas while its 
enemies were engaged in this operation! All of the Great Powers are equipped 
with gas reserves; therefore the United States must do iikewise. Moreover, The 
Chemical Warfare Service is giving a great deal of thought to civilian protection, 
and the time will come when it will be provided. There is another phase of the 
matter which ought not to be lost sight of. Stop the manufacture of gas, and 
chemical research wrtl be retarded. Doubtless it is this aspect of the matter which 
has contributed to the purpose of the societies mentioned to educate the Amer- 
jean pecple. 


HE TORPEDO IS now an object of attack. It is claimed that as a weapon ef 

war it has not the value which hitherto has been ascribed. The gun and the 
bomb, it is insisted, should be the main reliance of offense and defense. Those 
who advocate the abandonment of the torpedo apparently have forgotten the ex- 
perience of the World War. Fear of the torpedo caused the British Fleet to swing 
aside at a crucial moment of the battle of Jutland and thereby lose the opportunity 
of annihisating its enemy. The British destroyers were used defensively, not 
offensively as their mission requires, which accounts for their failure to give”a 
better account of themselves. Then, too, there were the submarine operations. 
But perhaps more than the actual damage done by the torpedo was the fear ever 
present in the minds of the commander-in-chief and the commanding officers of 
his-Ferce. We believe no step should be taken certainly at this time which con-

TO TEST LIGHT TANK. 

During the Ex- 
perimental Mechanized Force from Fort 
Leonard Wood to Upper Marlboro, Mary- 
land, the light tank T1E1 was entirely 
porteed (carried by truck). One reason 
the tank was not run under’ its own 
power was to avoid any chance of dam- 
aging the highways. 

It is thought that this tank can be 
run on concerte or heavily paved asphalt 
roads, without causing more damage 
than ordinary heavy commercial trans- 
portation. Instructions therefore have 
been issued that a demonstration be ar- 
ranged to test the effect of this tank on 
the several types of roads on the Fort 
Leonard Wood reservation. Highway of- 
ficials of the State of Maryland will be 
invited to witness this demonstration. A 
prolonged test of this new tank over 
roads is one of the important concerns 
of the experimental mechanized force 
this summer and so it is hoped that the 
effect on the roads of Fort Leonard 
Wood will prove the practicability of 
putting the tank on extended trips unde:

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Reserve Board Splits 
(Continued from First Page) 

all such policies be prepared by an equal 
number of reserve officers with those of 
the various sections of the General Staff 
employed in the preparation of the policies. 
It provides further that such reserve of- 
ficers shall have been first certified as fitted 
for such duty by the governors of States 
and territories. In the adoption of this 
provision Congress established the policy 
of providing for an equal voice of our cit- 
izen soldiers, the reserve officers, in the 
preparation and adoption of all policies 
having to do with the development and 
administration of the citizen component 
of the Army, thus assuring that the Reg- 
ular Army shall not subordinate the civil- 
ian to the professional viewpoint in all 
things. The continuance of the present 
policy is absolutely essential to the welfare 
ot the civilian forces created by the De- 
fense Act and which would in time of war 
be required to furnish approximately 85 
per cent of our entire force. The National 
Defense Act was designed by civilians to 
wssure an adequate emergency defense 
force to obviate the necessity of a great 
standing army. Its adoption by Congress 
was vigorously opposed by many leaders 
of the Army; though it is generally ap- 
proved by those in authority in the Reg- 
ular Army today. Without doubt, the re- 
serve officers of the country will vigorously 
oppose the suggestion to deprive them of 
their rightful voice in their own destiny 
and that of the nation. Gen. John Ross 
Delafield of New York, Col. Carl Gray of 
Chicago, and Col. W. A. Brooks of Omaha, 
Nebr., opposed the proposal of such an 
amendment to the Defense Act. Gen. Dela- 
field was national president of the Reserve 
Association for three years and no one 
in America knows better the viewpoint on 
this question than the General. 

The proposal to create a Guard Corps is 
unique, if not impossible as the National 
Guard is for constitutional reasons State 
forces. A very few officers of the Army, 
the National Guard, and the reserves en- 
vious of the great influence of the cit- 
izen-soldier component have long sought 
a plan of substituting some form of “State 
Reserves” for the present “National Re- 
serve Corps.” It is probable this Associa- 
tion will request the Secretary of War to 
convene a board to harmonize the views 
expressed in the majority and minority re- 
ports of the Board of July 9. Our national 
president, Gen. Roy Hoffman, now in at- 
tendance at a State meeting of reserve 
officers of Michigan, will confer with the 
Secretary of War upon his return to 
Washington. 

WAR DEPARTMENT STATEMEN

and promotion of reserve officers. 

The reports have not as yet received con- 
sideration in the War Department, nor 
have any comments been made upon any 
of the recommendations therein. 

MAJORITY REPORT.

In compliance with Special Orders Nos 
113, May 14, 1928; 157, July 6, 1928: and 
163, July 13, 1928, War Department, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and letter of The Adjutant 
General dated June 6, 1928, Active duty in 
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Washington, No. A. G. 008 O. R. C., this 
Committee submits its report, opinions and 
recommendations. 

The Board had before it various reports 
and communications submitted by the 
Office of the Assistant Secretary of War, 
including communications from the Re- 
serve Officers’ Association, and various 
studies and reports of the War Depart- 
ment General Staff, as well as a number of 
reports from Corps Area advisory boards 
and other sources, each of which received 
the consideration. 

The Committee likewise had the benefit 
of information furnished by various mem- 
bers of the General Staff and The Adju- 
tant General's Department and other mem- 
bers of the War Department. After dis- 
cussion and consultation with the officers 
of the War Department the Board pre- 
pared an agenda, it renders an opinion 
and makes its recommendations only on 
those subjects which in the opinion of the 
Board are not in existing laws and regula- 
tions adequate to meet the requirements 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps, and of the 
Organized Reserves, leaving in a large 
measure subjects, except as noted in this 
report, which, although discussed, are now 
suffiiciently covered in regulations and 
policies. 

il 

1. The Board is of the opinion that the 
affairs of the Officers’ Reserve Corps of the 
Army of the United States should be solely 
and entirely committed to the War De- 
partment under the Chief of Staff. It feels 
that as the Reserve Corps is a part of the 
Army of the United States and is a strictly 
Federal force, its affairs should be handled 
as are those of the Regular Army, the 
policies made by the General Staff and the 


operations conducted by The Adjutant 
General's office. / 
It is further the opinion of the Board 


that no new and independent organization 
be created by Congress within the War De- 
partment, or otherwise, which solely affects 
the Reserve Corps of the Army of the 
United States, the Reserve Officers’ Train- 
ing Corps, and the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps, jointly or severally. 

2. The Board is of the opinion that 300 
hours credit is not a proper or sufficient 
qualification for promotion, and fecom- 
mends that this provision be stricken from 
the Regulations. 

3. The Board is of the opinion that the 
Enlisted Reserve Corps is a vital part of 
the Organized Reserve project and should 
be developed when appropriations are 
available. . 

4. The Board is of the opinion that A. R. 
140-5, paragraph 11, should be amended 
by the deletion of the word “very” in line 
3 thereof. 

5. The Board is of the opinion that the 
National Defense Act should be so amended 
as to create an additional corps of officers 
in the Army of the United States to be 
designated the “Guard Corps,” or by some 
other appropriate name other than tho 
Officers’ Reserve Corps, and in which all 
officers holding commissions in the National 
Guard may be commissioned, and upon be- 
ing so commissioned may then have all the 
rights, privileges and status that National 
Guard officers may now have in the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, but such rights, priv- 
ileges and status shall be in such new 
corps and not in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
as now constituted, and to which new corps 
all officers of the National Guard now hold- 
ing commissions in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps shall be transferred, and recom- 
mends that the law be further amended 
so that officers and enlisted men of the 
National Guard shali not hereafter hole 
commissions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

6. The Board is of the opinion that it 
should be possible for a Reserve Officer to 
transfer to or from an unassigned status, 
or the so-called “inactive list,” upon his 
ewn request if or when such application 
for transfer shall have been approved by 
the Corps Area Commander. 

7. The Board is of the opinion that an 
officer should not be placed on the so-called 
“inactive list” by action of any authority 
outside of his own voluntary action or au- 
tomatic action by failure to earn his 200 
hours credit or a certificate of capacity 
within the five years. 

8. The Board is of the opinion that Re- 
serve Officers who are or who may become 
enlisted men in the National Guard or in 
the Regular Army should be excepted from 
the peace-time procurement objective. 

9. The Board is of the opinion that the 
appropriation for the travel and mileage 
of Reserve Officers ordered on active duty 
should in all cases be sufficient to cover 
the actual cost of such travel, including 
sleeping car accommodations and meals, 
and that the estimates of the War Depart- 
ment should be made and the law amended 
accordingly. . 

10. Whereas, the Board is informed that 
appropriations of Congress for the support 
of the Reserve Corps are available for the 
fiscal year only and that similar appropria- 
tions for the suppori of the Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camps are available for 
eighteen months, and it is further informed 
that the War Department has in the past 
requested that Reserve funds be available 
for eighteen months; the Board is of the 
opinion that it is most desirable to extend 
the availability of reserve appropriations 
from twelve to eighteen months, and rec- 
ommends that continued effort be made by 
the War Department to secure from Con- 
gress reserve appropriations to be avail- 
able for eighteen morths. 

11. The Board is of the opinion that the 
War Department in designating commis- 
sions issued in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 


- where press notice is made or given of 


the same, adopt the rule of designating 
such commissions in such press notice or 
other publicity as “reappointments” or ‘“Na- 
tional Guard” or “original,” or such other 
designation or désighations as may serve 
to distinguish such commissions. 

12. The Board is of the opinion that 
unit instructors be drawn as far as prac- 
ticable from the graduates of the service 
schools, and that they be in the grades of 
major, captain and lieutenant, and that 


chiefs of staffs, adjutants and other divi- 
sion staff officers be in appropriate field 
grades, 

13. The Board is of the opinion that no 
officer of the Officers’ Reserve Corps should 
hold a concurrent commission in the Na- 
tional Guard, nor should any officer in the 
National Guard hold a concurrent commis- 
sion in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

14. The Board 1s of the opinion that 
Reserve Officers who dre asked to serve on 
boards on an active duty status should 
not be deprived of the opportunity to serve 
with their units the same fiscal year on 
an active duty status. 

15. The Board is of the opinion that the 
attention of corps area commanders and 
chiefs of branches should be invited to the 
provisions of paragraphs 15—a (1) (b) and 
15—b (1) (b) of A. R. 140-5, which provide 
that an officer may be reappointed on an 
active duty status if he obtains a certificate 
of capacity for his present grade within 
the five-year period of his appointment 
It is recommended that corps area com- 
manders and chiefs of branches, under the 
above provisions, certify to the appropriate 
examining board such officers as do not 
otherwise qualify for reappointment on an 
active duty status for examination for cer- 
tificate of capacity in the officers’ present 
grade. 

16. The Board is of the opinion that the 
2Zeserve Officers’ Training Corps units 
should be distributed within the various 
| corps areas in such a manner as to provide 
} the necessary quota of second lieutenants 
| 





in the branches of the service in the corps 
areas, according to their peace-time pro- 
curement objective. 
I 17. The Board is of the opinion that 
many Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
| graduates are lost to the Organized Re- 
serves by the delay in assigning these 
newly commissioned Reserve Officers to 
units. It is recommended that as far as 
practicable graduates be assigned to units 
| at the same time they are commissioned. 
18. The Board is of the opinion that 
| original appointments of technical special- 
ists should be allowed in any grade not 
higher than major in the technical branches 
| provided that suitable recommendations 
are made by appropriate examining boards 
proceeding under appointment by corps 
| area commanders or chiefs of branches, 
| and provided further that vacancies exist 
| in the procurement objective . 
19. The Board is of the opinion that Sec- 
tion 7 (b) of A. R. 140-5 should be amended

unit” following in 
“regiment.” 

20. It has been suggested to this Board 
that the requirements now provided in 
Army Regulations for the original appoint- 
ments of second lieutenants in the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps in certain of the technical 
branches are of such a nature as to pre- 
vent an even flow of original appointments 
in the various corps areas; the Board is oi 
the opinion, therefore, that a study of this 
situation should be made by the War De- 
partment General Staff to determine what 
method should be adopted to insure an op- 
portunity for the appointment in these 
branches of individuals qualified as to 
character, ability, and interest, and to pro- 
vide opportunity for the subsequent mili- 
tary and technical training necessary in 
their branch. 

21. The Board is of the opinion that the 
personnel of the Regular Army and the 
equipment at the disposal of the War De- 
partment for the purpose are not adequate 
for the proper training of the Organized 
Reserves at summer camps, and otherwise, 
and should be increased. 

22. The Board is of the opinion that offi- 
cers detailed in staff positions in units of 
the Organized Reserve and who have 
served their four years in that detail be 
given special consideration by the Corps 
Area Commander for training in the 
branch of service in which they are com- 
missioned in order that they may have the 
opportunity of the refresher course each 
fifth year. 

23. The Board is of the opinion that in 
distributing the funds for the training of 
the Organized Reserve to the corps areas 
the War Department take into considera- 
tion the relative numbers of combatant and 
non-combatant officers in the various corps 
areas. 

24. The Board is 
paragraph 47—a—3 of A. R. 140-5 
amended so as to read: “No officer will 
be promoted or appointed to any grade in 
the Officers’ Reserve Corps higher than 
the grade of major unless he first shall 
have completed satisfactorily a course ot 
instruction at the special service school of 
his arm and a course at the Command and 
szeneral Staff school, or shall have passed 
such special examination as the Secretary 
of War may direct; provided that this re- 
striction will not apply in the case of any 
Reserve Officer who has had World War 
experience as an officer.” 

Also the Board is of the opinion that the 
special examinations above provided for 
Shall be of the scope and character indi- 
cated in Ifl.—6—a and b of the memoran- 
dum for the Chief of Staff, prepared by 
G-3 under date of February 24, 1928 (No. 
18513). 

The Board is further of the opinion that 
standardization of examinations as _ to 
scope, conduct and marking is essential and 
that this should be done at the appropriate 
special and general service schools. In 
this respect it is believed that: 

(a) Officers who are otherwise eligible 
and have successfully completed a course 
at a special service school and also a 
special course at the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff school be exempt from examina- 
tion for promotion for five years after 
the completion of the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff school course; provided that the 
interval between the completion of the 
special service school course and the com- 
pletion of the general service school course 
shall not have exceeded five years. '' i 

tt (b>) Officers who have satisfactorily com- 
y pleted the correspondence course of their!

arm and of the Command and General Stay 
school shall be similarly exempted from 
further examination and for the same term 
as are the graduates of the special coursag 
in (a) above. 

(c) Special examination Officery 
otherwise eligible should be prepared’ by 
the special and general service schools of 
the scope and character indicated in G-3 
memorandum to the Chief of Staff ang 
dated February 24, 1928 (No. 18513)—Sec. 
tion II, 6—a and b and should be held orice 
each year at designated places, and at a 
certain definite time, which shall be the 
same for all corps areas and departments, 

25. The Board is of the opinion that fu- 
ture meetings of boards of reserve officers 
called from the corps areas to consider 
questions relating to the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps should be called only at a time 
when, in the judgment of the War De- 
partment, there are questions making such 
action advisable, and that the War De. 
partment should furnish to the officers ap- 
pointed on such boards, as far in advance 
of the meeting as possible, a statement of 
the object of the meeting and subjects to 
be considered, together with such other 
requests for action by such officers prior 
to the meeting as it may desire 

26. The Board is of the opinien that 
eventually the operation of the inactive 
status will stimulate promotion within the 
Organized Reserves. It is also the opinion 
of this Board that the immediate stimula- 
tion of reasonable promotion is important; 
therefore, it is recommended that a study 
be made of the policy of temporarily in- 
ereasing the authorized strength in grade 
in each regiment or equivalent unit to the 
amount not to exceed twenty-five per cent 
and that such then authorized strength in 
grade with the increment of increase will 
be eligible for promotion 

27. The Board is of the opinion that 
many unit instructors are unable to satis- 
factorily keep in touch with their units 
because of the insufficient number of offi- 
cers assigned to that duty and the great 
number of units assigned to each unit’ in- 
structor. The Board is also of the opinion 
that a greater number of Regular Officers 
in the appropriate grade should be 
signed to this duty. 

The Board is further of the opinion that 
unit instructors are not functioning as 
satisfactorily as desired by reason of the 
inability for them to visit the subunits 
for whose instruction they are held re- 
sponsible, by reason of not having suffi- 
cient travel allowance for that purpose, 

The Board, therefore, recommends that 
a special study be made by the appropriate 
section of the General Staff looking toward 
a solution of this appropriation necessity. 

28. The Board is of the opinion that the 
policy of developing the so-called “unit 
idea” in connection with the organization 
and training of the Organized Reserves is 
fundamentally sound and should be em- 
phasized and encouraged in every possible 
manner. 

29. The Board is of the opinion that the 
policies announced in the letter of the Ad- 
jutant General, dated December §$, 1927; 
subject: Training of Organized Reserves; 
is sound in principle and particular refer- 
ence is made to paragraph five thereof, 
covering inactive duty training to influence 
selection for active duty training. The 
Board is of the opinion that this is funda- 
mentally sound and should be considered 
and emphasized. ° 

30. In order to stimulate and accentuate 
the interest of Reserve Officers’ Training 
Corps graduates in the Organized Reserves 
and to encourage the retention of their 
commissions in the Officers’ Reserve Corps. 

The Board is of the opinion that second 
lieutenants in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
may be promoted during their first ap- 
pointment periods irrespective of a vu- 
cancy; provided such officers otherwise 
qualify for promotion to the grade of first 
lieutenant of his branch under regulations 
in effect at the time application for pro- 
motion is made; provided further that this 
policy shall likewise apply to all existing 
second lieutenants without regard to their 
appointment period, and the Board recom-

HE schedule of advanced training for 

the fiscal year 1929 at the Naval Air 
Station, Pensacola, Florida, follows: — 

July 1 to Sept. 1, 1928, Sept. 15 to Nov. 
45, 1928, Dec. 1, 1928, to Feb. 1, 1929, Feb. 
if to April 15, 1929, and May 1 to July 1, 
1929. . 

Commandants are requested to advise 
the Bureau 30 days prior to the assembly 
of each successive class at Pensacola of 
the number of seamen second class and 
privates first class who are expected to be 
qualified in primary flight and who request 
advanced training as of the date given. 
These classes at Pensacola can accommodate 
onty 25 students each. 

Chicago (Special)—The Chicago cen- 
tral aerial beacon, located atop the Roa- 
noke Tower, the first officially recognized 
airway beacon, recently started func- 
tioning. Rising to a height of 520 feet 
above the heart of the loop, this great 
light is visible for 100 miles on clear 
nights. It is, so far, the largest airway 
beacon to be constructed and combines 
for the first time the advantages of Neon 
light illumination and revolving beam 
searchlights. 

The beacon is mounted on a hexagon- 
shaped steel skeleton 45 feet in height. 
Twenty-four Neon tubes, 34 mm. in diam- | 
eter. four to each side of the frame work, 
insure visibility from every direction. Sur- 
mounting this tower are two 8-million 
candle power General Electric searchlights 
which revolve six times per minute. The 
Neon flashes “Chicago” in international

To Install Radio Beacons 
<IX radio beacons are soon to be in- 

stalled at as many Army Air Corps 
fields, as aids to pilots who fly in fog 
or thick weather, according to Assistant 
Secretary of War F. Trubee Davison, 
who has just returned to Washington 
following an inspection trip which in- 
cluded the Army Air Corps laboratories 


at Dayton. 

“Within the next few months we hope to 
have installed and in use no less than six 
radio beacon stations in this country be- 
sides one in Panama and one in Hawaii,” 
said Mr. Davison. “These beacons will be 
at San Francisco, Calif.; San Antonio, Tex.; 
Uniontown, Pa.; Dayton, Ohio; Mitchel 
Field, Long Island, and Washington, D. C. 
Six beacons will provide several combina- 
tions of airways that will be undisturbed 
by clouds and proof against fog. The beam 
of the radio beacon can, like a searchlight, 
be thrown in any direction and can be made 
in lengths that vary from less than 160 to 
nearly 2,000 miles. 

“The radio beacon sends three signais 
which run parallel to each other like fingers 
extended from a hand. When the pilot is 
on his exact course, he hears the letter ‘T.’ 
If he swings to the right or left, it changes 
to ‘N’ or ‘A.’ In other words, if the weather 
is such that he cannot see, the pilot flies 
by ear. Any plane equipped with a radio 
set can hear these signals. The pilot need 
not even be an expert because the code, 
once heard, is easily rememberd. On my 
visit to Dayton, I flew on the radio beacon 
and the steady ‘T’ buzz was easily recog- 
nized from the two other signals.” 

Mr. Davison expressed himself as thor- 
oughly satisfied with the results of his in- 
spection trip which covered several middle 
and northwestern States and included visits 
to a number of Regular Army Air Corps 
stations, as well as fields used by National 
Guard and Army Air Corps Reserve aviators. 

“The new planes used by National Guard 
and Reserve pilots,” he continued, “in place 
of the antiquated and dangerous ‘Jennies’— 
all of which were eliminated last year—are 
proving highly satisfactory and have done 
much toward increasing the morale among 
the members of these highly important 
units of our air defenses. Another feature 
that impressed me deeply is the progress 
made toward improving housing conditions 
for Army Air Corps pilots and enlisted per- 
sonnel. Old quarters that were hardly fit 
to be occupied by human beings. are giving 
way to modern and comfortable buildings, 
although there is still a long way to go.”

ED by Arthur Borden, Princeton star,

Navy Program Not Affected 
LANS for the formal signing of the 
Kellogg multilateral treaty for the 
renunciation of war in Paris on August 
27 have been virtually completed. 

Unofficial announcement has _ been 
made that Secretary of State will rep- 
resent the United States and with rep- 
resentatives of the 15 other powers will 
sign che peace pact with imposing cere- 
monies. Everything is to be done to 
make the ceremony impressive and to 
surround Kellogg’s mission with the im- 
portance second only to former Presi- 
dent Wilson’s trip abroad in order to 
register the importance of this as a 
world peace move. 

In many quarters an administration 
announcement divorcing its endorsement 
of the renunciation of war and its back- 
ing of the cruiser program is expected. 
That pacifist and other opponents of the 
naval building program will seek “aid 
and comfort” from the President’s back- 
ing of the peace pact and that specious 
arguments will thus be provided that 
will make more difficult the passage of 
the bill this fall seems obvious. 

in Government circles the sound posi- 
tion is taken that there is no conflict 
between the two endorsements. Stand- 
ing at all times as fostering better in- 
ternational understanding and willing to 
go half way or more to encourage steps 
to prevent war, the American Govern- 
ment has a definite policy of maintain- 
ing an adequate Navy and the new cruis- 
ers are held essential for rounding out 
the fleet. 

Latest statistics show that with re- 
spect to cruisers the American Navy 
is even further below the 5-5-3 ratio than 
it was a year ago and the need for the 
construction recommended is therefore 
more obvious. 

When Congress meets the Senate will 
face a situation of having to pass on 
the ratification of the treaty and to vote 
on the bill to increase the Navy and it 
is expected that the Administration will 
not wait to have the fight carried to 
it by opponents of the measure. 

This is one of the major matters dis- 
cussed by Secretary Wilbur with the 
President at their recent conference at 
the Summer White House on July 22. 
At the same time the secretary reported 
on conditions in Nicaragua giving an 
encouraging statement as to their im- 
provement,

The Digest of Opinion of the Judge 
Advocate General issued this week says 
(p. 40): “The head of an executive de- 
partment or establishment has ample au- 
thority to require the officers and em- 
ployes in his department or establish- 
ment to satisfy their indebtedness to the 
U. S. arising from overpayments found 
by the accounting officers of the Gov- 
ernment to have been made to them by 
disbursing officers, and this authority is 
in no manner vitiated by recent court 
rulings denying the right of arbitrarily 
stopping an officer’s compensation, with- 
out his consent, to satisfy such indebt- 
edness.” 

Another opinion on stoppage of a Nevy 
disbursing officer's pay upholds the right 
of stoppage. The following other opinions 
are given: 

A retired officer granted occasional leave 
while on active duty is entitled to full pay 
and allowances while so absent unless 
granted formal leave and relieved from 
active duties. 

Five weeks’ enlisted service between date 
of discharge from emergency commission

You might suspect as much, but 
it’s nice to know. 

Mrs. Peyton has spent a considerable length of time in Alaska with Colonel 
She says she began writing there, “perhaps because the tremendousness 
of it made a human being seem so pitifully minute that one had either to sink 
down into a realization of nothingness or else cry out in self-expression, however 
feebly, to try to think oneself of some tiny importance in the cosmos! The German 
psychologist, Adler, by the way, has something to say about the universal feeling 
of inferiority—in varying degrees of course—in the immensity of the cosmos. And 
I think all psychologists agree that all artistic expression, as well as achievement 
But don’t quote all this! It might make it 
appear that I was trying to appear high-brow To be thought pedantic, high-brow, 
is the very last thing I desire.” 

Articles Appear in Many Prominent Periodicals. 

Mary Peyton certainly doesn’t give you such an impression—when you meet 
and there is true humbleness of spirit in her work. But some of us might 
well envy her the kind of “brow” that has put her name in such magazines as the 
Atlantic Monthly, the American, and Holland’s.

In order to correct this situation Re- 
serve Officers, on duty with the General 
Staff and Regular Army Officers though 
appointed for other duties, have from time 


to time volunteered to help, with partial 
success in carrying out this work for the 
Organized Reserves and for the Officers 
Reserve Corps. Experience has shown 


that this work, in so far as the Organized 


Reserve was concerned, should be con- 
ducted under the Chiet of Staff. The or- 
ganization now constituted in the War De- 
partment has not therefore entirely met 


the needs of the present situation, nor does 
it provide for the further orderly develop- 





ment of the third component ‘part of the 
Army of the United States 

It has been found in the various Corps 
Area that similar functions had to be per- 
formed for the Reserves and that it was 
necessary to have officers appointed 
especially to care for them in each Corps 
Area. This system in the Corps Areas has 
been found the best to meet the need, 
and the leading Reserve Officers who have 
given the matter study have found and 
come to the conclusion a similar set- 
up would be the best office of the 
Chief of Staff 

Discussion with those officers who desire 
a Bureau for Reserve Affairs has almost 


always indicated that the things that they 


wish to have accomplished would be cov- 
ered and accomplished by the appointment 
of such an officer, with adequate organi- 
zation in the office of the Chief of Staff, 


Experience has also shown that such an 
officer engaged in initiating, coordinating 
and expediting matters for the Reserves 
will be greatly assisted by having the 
grade required to give him an_ equal 
standing with many of the officers in the 
War Department with whom he will work 
and with whom he will be brought in fre- 
quent contact in carrying on this work and 


a2 number of such officers have the grade 
of Brigadier General. 

The work of the General Staff in plan- 
ning and of tne Adjutant General in ad- 
ministering the Affairs of the Organized 


Reserves and of the Officers Reserve Corps 








has entirely met the needs of the Re- 
serves so far as those functions are con-
